PARADE

The trial and conviction of 
Lt. William L. Calley, Jr. for 
the murder of 22 South Viet- 
namese civilians at My Lai 
stands as the penultimate 
mockery of military justice. 

War like murder is a crime. 
Murder in pursuit of war has 
been continuous throughout 
the recorded history of civili- 
zation. Yet war is not an ac- 
tionable crime by the people 
or nations creating it. 

The irony of Lt. Calley’s 
situation is that he has been 
found guilty of premeditated 
murder of civilians in the 
course of military combat. Be 
that an offense for which so- 
ciety exacts punishment, 
what of sappers who kill the 
hospitalized? What of the 
mortar men zeroing in on 
Phnom Penh or Saigon or 
Hue or Jerusalem or Amman? 

The fact is that war is a 
wanton, senseless, dehuman- 
izing act. 

Like murder, bombings and 
all the other examples of the 
irrationality of man to man, 
it is the ultimate demonstra- 
tion of man’s inability to cope 
with society. 

Were Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt, Winston Churchill 
and Joseph Stalin tried for 
the murder of thousands upon 
thousands of German civili- 
ans in the around-the-clock 
bombing of the Third Reich? 
Of course not. After that war 
these victors selectively tried 
and convicted German and 
Japanese officials for crimes 
against humanity. 

History’s lesson always has 
been that the victor deter- 
mines the guilt of the van- 
quished. Justice isn’t blind, 
it is that the rationale for war 
is the punishment of the 
wicked and the wicked obvi- 
ously must be those guilty of 
losing. What other logic can 
be applied to the illogical in- 
ability of human beings to 
live together peacefully? 

In a strange and wondrous 
way Lt. Calley is a loser. 
There isn’t much _ question 
that he shot the people. And 
in a nation torn with doubt 
about the efficacy of wars 
without end or victory, a 
country in which some of its 
leaders are heaping a torrent 
of abuse on the American 
conscience for not walking 
away and letting the enemy 
massacre its allies, Calley has 
come up a loser. 

A couple of other suckers 
may come up losers, too. And 
in the doing a few consciences 
may be salved. 

It would be wonderful if 
at the same time the nations 
of the world evolved a code 
of justice for war and for 
peace that coped with the in- 
justice of it all. It won’t hap- 
pen, for the ultimate mockery 
of justice—military or civil— 
is that mankind doesn’t seem 
to be up to living with itself. 
At least it does a poorer job 
of that than it does of flying 
to the moon,

offset reduced land value 
assessments that have occurred 
under the Land Conservation 
Act; Called for the elimination 
of legislative. tax overrides for 
school funding; Strongly 
opposed any school funding 
legislation that incorporates a 
statewide property tax provision 
and proposed the adoption of 
legislation that would ease the 
financial burden of school 
financing on property owners. 
The Committee recommended 
that the state increase its 
contribution to school financing 
to at least 50%. 

Other areas drawing firm 
recommendations from the CCA 
include strong support for 
Assembly Bill 964, a state farm 
labor bill introduced by 
Assemblyman Cory, Orange 
county. This bill calls for the 
establishment of procedures for 
representative election, controls 
secondary boycotts, and insures 
the employer of control over 
management decisions during 
labor negotiations.

opposed a number of ‘class 
action’ bills which would allow 
any individual to sue to protect 
the environment. 

There was strong support for 
legislation strengthening the 
implied dedication ruling, 
insuring that private property 
rights are protected. 

The committee reiterated its 
Opposition to current state 
policy allowing gasoline taxes to 
be used for non-highway 
purposes. However, they 
indicated they might support an 
extension of the state’s sales tax 
to include gasoline, provided this 
revenue is spent for rapid transit 
development and reducing 
motor vehicle air pollution. 

A bill that would increase 
fishing and hunting license fees 
for California sportsmen 
received approval.
